W  ith  1 
the  e.xhaust  wide  open  and  a  red  flag  I 
j  flying  from  the  front  of  the  car,  the  I 
1  machine  literally  flew  along  the  high- 1 
'way.  Five  cars  were  passed  along  the  I 
,|  wav  and  all  pulled  out  and  let  the  I 
Tflyer  go  by,  being  kind  enough  not  to  | 
h  delay  the  racers.  I 

!  It  cost  the  automobile  man  $10  for 
t'his  escapade,  as  the  marshal  in  Sea- 
'jside  arrested  him  for  speeding  along! 
j  the  thoroughfare  of  that  progressive 
'  city.  The  fine  was  paid  willingly, 
i  however,  as  the  feat  of  breaking  an 
i  automobile  record  is  considered 
1  worth  the  price. 


Clyde  Rowan,  of  the  Rowan-Noe 
Repair  shop,  established  a  new  auto¬ 
mobile  record  covering  the  distance 
between  Astoria  and  Seaside  last 
evening.  The  distance,  19.7  miles, 
was  made  in  33  minutes,  or  an  aver¬ 
age  of  about  35  miles  an  hour.  The 
start  was  made  from  the  garage  of 
the  Rowan  Auto  Co.  and  the  finish 
was  at  Williams’  Brothers  garage 
at  Seaside.  Rowan  was  accompanied 
1  by  Fred  Noe,  leaving  from  Astoria  at 
7:10.  An  Overland  roadster  was 
used.  Driving  with  great  fortune, 

I  Rowan  ploughed  over  the  sandy 
roads  between  Astoria  and  the  city 
by  the  sea,  raising  a  stream  of  sand 
into  the  air  which  at  times  attained 
a  height  of  15  feet.  Several  cars 
along  the  route  made  way  for  the 
I  speeding  Overland,  as  all  knew  that 
I  some  body  was  out  for  a  record  as

The  record  of  33  minutes  made  by 
Clyde  Rowan  in  his  Overland  auto-  j 
mobile  between  Astoria  and  Seaside  j 
was  the  subject  of  much  comment  j 
yesterday  in  local  motor  circles.  The 
average  of  35  miles  an  hour  is  con¬ 
sidered  e.xtraordinarily  good  time  and 
has  not  been  equalled  in  the  history 
of  the  automobile.  Rowan  who  was 
'accompanied  by  Fred  Noe  selected 
the  cut-off  road  saving  a  distance  of 
two  miles  although  the  roadbed  was 
not  as  smooth  as  through  Warrenton.
